CENERAL STOESSEL SURRENDERS. 


T LAST! The siege of Port Arthur 
ended on Monday last after a struggle 
unparalleled under many of its aspects 

in human history. Finding further re- 
sistance useless, when once the Japanese 
had pierced the inner fortifications and cap- 
tured the great forts of the eastern line of 


defence,- General Stoessel surrendered his 
charge, and Port Arthur for-the second time 
passed into the hands of the Japanese. An 
attack demanding appalling sacrifices, and 
pressed with. implacable resolution to the 
last, has crowned „the victors with glory. The 


greatest defence known in war since Massena’s 
fierce stand in Genoa has covered General 
Stoessel and the remnant of his heroic garrison 
with imperishable honour, and the*world will 
rejoice to see that the Mikado of Japan has not 
lost a moment in extolling the conduct of the van- 
quished, and will, it is believed, with magnani- 
mous chivalry, allow the Russian officers to retain 
their arms and their liberty on parole. Stoessel did 
all that man could do, but Port Arthur (as the Zele-

There nre several patterns of these on the market at 
reasonable prices, and as they are a necessary udjunct to 
every poultry-yard, big or little. their cost is soon covered 
by the extra benefits derived from the fowls. When the 
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midday; or, ifthe house seraps have not been used in the 
morning, they will do instead of grain, and if so used they 
should be given as are, and not up as for the 
first feed. For the last feed grain should always be given, 
for the reason that by its hard nature it remains in the 
crop along time, and supplies material for the system to 
oak — during the night. The grain may be either 
sound wheat, barley, buckwheat, or heavy oats. 


An Inexpensive Rearer. 


The rearer of: which I give an Ilinstration has been 
designed for those who do not wish to go to the expense of 
one of the somewhat costly appliances. A collapsible run 
is affixed. The rearer is heated by a lamp fitted with a 
hurricane burner, which does not smoke, and the whole is 
guarded by a wire protector. The heat is radiated bya 
scientifically constructed metal tray, so arranged to let out. 
any fumes that might be given off by the lamp. The 
corners of the rearers are snecially constructed, and so 
made as to give ventilation. Fresh air is admitted through 
holes ent in the floor inside the wire guard, so that the 
chicks cunnot get their legs through, and there can be no

accumulation of dirt. The whole rearer, indeed, is so con- 
structed, that there isa unique system of ventilation and 
supply of fresh air without draught. “The run is simply and 
easily attached to the rearer, and the top parts are hinged 
together, so that by lifting one side the young birds can be 


easily fed. 
The Leghorn Fowl. 


There is no better all-round bird than the Leghorn; and, 
although it is only about thirty years since the breed was 
first imported into England, they are now bred by thou- 
sands. Their excellent laying qualities, combined with 
their hardiness, make them very popular. They can be 
reared and kept in the smallest of spaces with the greatest 
advantage. Leghorns are layers of medium-sized white- 
shelled eggs, are non-sitters, and have’ the smallest of 


comparison to the return they yield in When killed 
young they make fair table fowls, but comparative 
smaliness of size debars them from being considered as 
table poultry of any commercial value. 

The race is divided into seven varieties—namely, browns, 
whites, buffs, piles, duckwings, blacks, and cuckoos, all of

yellow legs and feet. The comb of the cock should be 
large, quite firmly set on the head, deeply and well 
serrated; the lobes large, pendent, smooth, and white;

large, and carried well up, with fall gflowing sickles;

What we have found to answer best is gentle 
dewings of warm clean water through the coarse nozzle of a 
spraying-macbine. A knapsack sprayer and a careful man 
will go a long way with one lond of water. In no case must 
hard water be used for this dewing ; elean, soft rain-water 
in warm April showers is Nature’s plan. Imitate her, all 
who would succeed in peach and nectarine culture. Take 
care*that the borders are not dry, and if water is wanted 
give it warm, and clear water only. All paths and border: 
should receive the gentle dewing three or four times a das. 
and for this papare a fine rose-pot will be the best. Avoid 
splash and slop.
